Washington — President' Coolidge 


and his cabinet do not fear an an 
thracite coal strike. They think the 
miners and operators of hard coal 
have more to fear than the consum- 
ers. 
Should there be an anthracite 


strike this fall, the conviction of most 
everybody In the government is tha' 
the American people will grow so 
tired of the constant wrangling over 
hard coal prices and the inconven- 
iences of frequent strikes that once 
and for all a large body of consum- 
ers, will begin, using soft coal and will 
permanently cut down the market for 
hard 'coal. 
~- 


The impression was conveyed 


Wednesday from official sources that 
if the contending forces in the anthra- 
cite controversy really go to the ex- 
treme of permitting a strike, they 
will simply, be cutting off their noses 
to spite their faces. Instead of the 
weapon of necessity and " indispensa- 
blllty which has enabled both oper- 
ators and 'miners to exact from the 
public higher prices, tho use of sub- 
stitutes may be practiced this year on 
such an unprecedented scale as to 
injure permanently the hard coal 


SUBSTITUTES SUGGESTED 


Although the government cannot be 


a party to the injury of any industry 
or to the promotion of the use of sub- 
stitutes for hard coal, the fact is ev- 
ery step taken in the last few weeks 
had tended in that direction. En- 
couragement has been quietly given 
to those Institutions which have car- 
ried on a campaign of education 
hroughout regions where hard coal 
s ordinarily consumed—oil being sug- 
gested wherever possible as well as 
the use of soft coal. 


The government estimates that an 


addition of only ten per cent of the 
soft coal supply wt'i have to be mined 
n order to take care of nearly all the 
anthracite coal needs of tho country- 
This is taking Into consideration, of 
course, the fact that many people al- 
ready have large supplies of hard i 
coal In their cellars. Also It takes 
nto account the existence of a plenti- 
ful amount of soft coal In excess of 
.he ordinary needs of the industries 
using soft coal.

Our recent all-wise legislature that en- 


acted a law limiting the height of build- 
ings to 100 feet also passed a bill re- 
moving the limit on the size of fish that 
may be taken from the waters of "Wis- 
consin. It would have been better had it 
kept the limit on fish and imposed no lim- 
it on buildings. In both instances it med- 
dled where it ought not to have meddled^ 
It is detrimental to public interests of the 
state to say that buildings shall not be 
erected more than 100 feet<jn height. It 
is also .detrimental to public interests to 
permit fish of any size to be caught and 
retained. 


Fishes are still one of the great natural 


resources of "Wisconsin. They are a re- 
source that can be retained indefinitely. 
It would be folly to impair this resource 
to an appreciable degree. 
On the con- 


trary it ought to be increased. The fish- 
es of ."Wisconsin waters are the best to be 
found in America. They are a source of 
food supply to practically every one of , 
fits nearly 3.000.000 citizens. 


Its game fishes are also a source of 


.large money returns. Thousands of tourists 
come to "Wisconsin largely to fish. They 
will not continue to come here to fish 
if the streams are fished out and there is 
no good fishing. If 10,000 people came 
to "Wisconsin in the course of a season to 
fish and spent-on an average $50, which 
we think is conservative, that would be 
half a million dollars left within the state 
as a contribution toward its prosperity. 
It is worthrpreserving our fish supply 
from the money, standpoint alone. 


Removal of the limit on the size of fish 


that may be taken is a step toward cer- 
tain extermination. 
There is nothing 


whatever to justify it either in theory or 
in practice. It is true that all undersized 
fishes which are caught and returned to 
the water do not live, but in the hands of . 
skillful fishermen, and these mostly seek 
game fish, probably

cent 


are put back without injury that will 
cause them to die. The present law can- 
not fail to result in the wholesale de- 
struction of immature, fish. From 'all 
parts of the state come reports that bear 
out this statement. Every ethical fisher- 
man knows that the law is wrong and that 
it is one of the greatest blows at fish con- 
servation that could possibly have been 
struck. 


The state of Michigan has suffered a 


heavy depletion of game fishes in both 


. the Upper and Lower peninsulas, simply 


because it has not protected and renewed 
them as it should. "Wisconsin should nor 
make a similar mistake. It will not if it 
acts intelligently. It has not acted 
intelligently in its revision of the fish law, 
and one of the first acts of the next legis- 
lature should be to repeal this unwhole- 
some and destructive piece of legislation.

' HARD WATER AS A BEVERAGE 


Hardness in water Is duo to tho absence of sol- 


ublo salts of calcium (lime) and magnesium chiefly. 
Thoso salts form a curd with eoap Instead of a 
lather and therefore waste soap. Boiling removes 
what is called "temporary hardness" which depends 
on the calcium and magnesium salts held in sol- 
ution by corboonlo acid«gas which Is driven off by 
boiling. "Parmanent hardness" depends on eul- 
phatcs and chlorides of calcium and magnesium 
and is not affected by boiling. 


Rain water Is soft. Surface waters are usually 


not very hard. Ground waters are likely to bo quite 
hard. Waters drawn from limestone regions are 
not necessarily hard, especially If the catchment 
area from which the water has come is mountain- 
ous and barren, for It Is largely from, decomposing 
organic (vegetable) matter that the carbonic gas 
Is derived, which is needed to dissolve out the 
lime from lime rock. Ground or spring water In 
tho valleys and on the prairies is therefore likely 
to be hard. 
Besides wasting soap—for beCore the soap will 


make a satisfactory lather with hard water enough 
soap must be used to decompose the lime and mag- 
nesium compounds which cause the hardness—hard 
water is somewhat irritating to "the skin and causes 
much trouble in boilers. Soft water Is preferable 
for cooking vegetables. Hardness is of no great 
Importance from the sanitary viewpoint, except 
that it tends to discourage cleanliness, makes it so 
much harder to have a clean shirt or a clean skin. 
But nowadays thero are very efficient and inexpen- 
sive automatic water softening outfits which take 
care of the problem In home, Industrial plant or 
institution. 
Hardness Is not an objectionable feature In water 


for drinking purposes. If the water is pure-(free 
from pollution) and satisfactory in taste, its hard- 
ness 5s possibly even adosirable feature, for accord- 
ing to modern studies of human nutrition the or- 
dinary diet of American town and city dwellers 
Is more often deficient in calcium (lime) than in 
any other chemical leoment (not excepting iron); 
the body can utilize the lime of drinking water if 
there is a shortage of lime in the food. An adult's 
body contains about three pounds of lime: a min- 
imum daily ration of 10 tc\ 15 grains of lime In 
the natural food form is essential to health. 


An adult's body contains more than a hundred 


pounds of water, one in health requires an average 
daily ration of two quarts of-drinking water be- 
sides something over a pint taken as a chemical con- 
stituent of solid foods. 
* 


A shortage In the daily calcium or lime ration 


is likely to entail serious impairment in health, but 
a surplus of calcium of lime. If such a thing, could 
be, is of small consequense, so that no one need 
worry about drinking hard water If the water is free 
from pollution and tastes good. 


Rain water is practically distilled water—water 


which has been evaported to vapor and condensed— 
and wholesome for drinking, though at in taste, 
like ordinary distilled water. The taste of water Is 
naturally imparted by the mineral matter; a per- 
son accustomed to hard water finds soft water un- 
satisfactory. Travelers sometimes suffer temporary 
digestive disturbances from sudden changes from 
hard to soft-or from soft to hard water. This dis- 
comfort lasts a day or two, and is the only unde- 
sirable effect attributable to the drinking of hard 
water.

Great Tension 


Of French Mind 


(Elmer H. Youngman, In Tho Bank- 


era Magazine.) 


Tho exists a. widespread 
disposi- 


tion among American bankers and 
business men to regard Europe's dif- 
ficulties as being primarily of an eco- 
nomic character and our government 
apparently takes the 
same 
view. 


Much expert opinion prevails of a 
like nature. Economists tell us that 
If Gorman reparations were fixed at 
a reasonable sum, if tho mark were 
stabilized and other depreciated cur- 
rencies were either wholly or partially 
restored to their pre-war values or 
even if further depreciation could be 
arrested, tho people would become 
prosperous and contented and major 
political difficulties would disappear. 


This view contains a great deal of 


truth. That economic disturbances 
are frequently tho cause of political 
unhcavals cannot be denied and it 
IB likewise true, as a rule, that pros- 
perity tends toward 
political 
tran- 


quillty. This is ono reason why- rad- 
ical political agitation has thus . far 
failed In the United States. ' Our peo- 
ple are too busy making money, too 
happy and contented, lone' to be be- 
guiled by the sophistries of the soap- 
box statesmen. 


It may be conceded that an~-im- 


provement in the economic situation 
of the European countries would be 
reflected in a lessening of the political 
strain in some quarters. But. no one 
familiar with the situation on this 
side of the Atlantic can for a. moment 
fail to see that tho problem of trans- 
quillzlng Europe consists of some- 
thing quite different from stabilizing 
the mark of fixing the amount of 
German reparations payments. 


This problem is to relieve the ten- 


sion in the French 
mind 
arising 


through fear of future German ag- 
gression. 
In other words, 
France 


knows that' a Germany economically 
strong enough to meet reparations de- 
manded will soon be strong enough in 
military power again to make an at- 
tack upon French soil a potentially 
profitable undertaking. Against such 
an attack France asks security. Other 
nations have failed In joining with 
her to provide if and she therefore 
feels impelled to provide it for her- 
self by maintaining a large standing 
army. 


Just how the desired security for 


France is to ba supplied Is by no 
means clear. Even if we had Joined 
with Great Britain in a treaty of 
alliance with France—as I think we 
should have done—this might have 
provoked combinations between other 
groups of* nations which might have 
Increased the tendency toward inter- 
national friction. Besides, while there 
was a time 
when American and 


British assistance would have been 
eagerly welcomed. It would now be 
bitterly resented—a fact as to which 
the two governments are fully ad- 
vised. France Is trying out a method 
of her own to make Germany pay, 
and pending the outcome of that ad- 
venture will brook no interference 
wtfh'lt. 


That Fance Is entirely logical in 


fearing attacks from Germany must 
bo admitted by anyone familiar with 
the terms of the treaty of Versailles, 
unless German psychology undergoes 
a marked alteration.

Still Lives In Log Cabin 


Frank 
Fisher Has Lived 


Center 
More Than a 


Half Century '

"Were you born 
In the 
United 


Slates?" was one cf a series of rapid 
firo questions that the writer shot In 
the direction of Frank Fischer, a 
town of Center pioneer, at short 
range a few days ago. near the gate 
to his farm. 


"No sir. if I had been I would have 


run for the office of president of the 
United States long before this." was 
the quick, disconcerting reply. 


As previous to the interview. I had 


h-'-irtl from neighbors that besides be- 
ing one of the early pioneers of the 
tov.n of Center.'Mr. Fischer was one 
ot the most prosperous and wealthi- 
est fanners of th^ town. I began al 
once to prob him for his life's story 
nnd for the fibre out of which presi- 
dents have been made in the past. 


I found that Sir. Fisher was born 


nbout GO years ago in German Bo- 
hemia, that, about the time of his 
birth, an uncle left the old country 
nnd settled in Illinois, that Frank and 
Joseph Schreiter, relatives, settled in 
Greenville, that the uncle by letter 
tvas trying to induce Mr. Fischer's 
father to Join him in Illinois, that the 
Schreiters were writing Fisher about 
the opportunities for settlers to suc- 
ceed in Greenville without assuming 
the responsibility of a direct Invita- 
tion to come, that when Mr. Fisher 
was five years old his parents set out 
for Illinois, that tefore the family 
reached Illinois, the uncle died and 
that, on account of the death, the 
Fisher lamily pushed on to Outa- 
Kamie co to take .*» chance with the 
Schreiters. 


After 
their arrival, the Fishers 


stayed with the Schreiters until they 
hnd located and bought SO acres of 
land rn the town of Center. 
To be 


nearer their land while they were 
l^uilding their log house, the Fishers 
moved into a log hut across the cor- 
ner from "the blacksmith shop at 
Hamples' Corners. As soon as the 
logs of the Fisher house were in 
place, one side of the roof was on and 
the other side an-1 the walls of the 
licuse covered with snow as a protec- 
tion against the winter, the family 
moved onto their own farm and into 
their own home. 


At that early date, the only road 


near the farm was one that followed 
the ridge on the west to Hamples' 
Corners and another that followed the 
highland from Stephensville through 
the farm, through Freedom and the 
Indian reservation to Green Bay. 


The farm was heavily timbered, so 


Mr. Fisher says .with white and red 
oak trees and the ridge on the west 
of the farm was the permanent home 
of a large number of Indians. 


As the trees were very large and 


the logs were very heavy, it was very 
hard work, Mr. Fisher says, to do 
the chopping, logging and stumping, 
and after the land was cleared of tim- 
ber they found it covered with stone. 
This condition doubled the usual work 
of preparing new land for the first 
crop. But surmounting all obstacles, 
the Fishers finished the land-clearing 
In due time and were ready to take 
life easier and to get more from the 
soil.As the old house began, however, 
to drop its chinking, to shed its bark, 
plaster and an occasional shingle and 
to admit an over supply of light, 
fresh air-and moisture, through open- 
Ings of irregular shapes, Joseph Fish- 
er, the father, twenty years ago. de- 
cided to build a new house and actu- 
ally had the lumber on the ground. 
But his good intentions and prepara- 
tions were rudely broken up by the 
loss of the wife who had shared his 
hardships with him and who had re- 
joiced in his successes and enjoyed 
them with him. For her pleasure and 
comfort. Mr. Fisher was making the 
modern improvement on his farm. 
After the shoe!: of her death had 
eased up a little, the lonely old man 
said, so the n«isM>ors say., that the 
o'.d house in which they had lived so 
Jong was good enough for him anil 
his son. Three yc-ars later, the old 
man followed his wife on her lone 
Journey and then the lumber for the 
new house was left to rot where It 
was piled. 
Frank Fisher is a thrifty, prosper- 


ous farmer. 
Moreover, ho te an ta- 


r>erie::ced wood chopper and rail split- 
ter and he has lived in a log house 
ns long as he can remember. With- 
out these fundamental qualifications 
for president that Mr. Fisher possess- 
es, the principal ones dinscd into the 
ears of school hoys and voters by 
politicians during Mr. Lincoln's elec- 
tion campaign- perhaps Mr. Douglas 
would have been elected president In- 
stead of Mr. Uncoln.

fications that he has in common with 
Mr. 14ncoln and says Jh.it the onlj 
reason that he lias not run for the 
office of rr^ident 1$ that he Is forclcn
